Dunn was shot twice and danger- 
ously wounded by an old acquaint- 
ance, Joseph (Rooster) Stolte, 41 
years old, of 1439 North Tenth 
street, who for 20 years has been 
Hollohan’s bartender. 

At Carr Street Station, where 
Stolte was taken, he was warmly 
congratulated by several policemen, 
who hailed him as a “genuine game 
rooster.’ Stolte was modest through 
it all and said he hoped his bullets 
had the desired effect. 

Well Known in Saloon. 

Dunn and his record were well 
known to habitues of Hollohan’s 
place and he was never welcome 
there, according to Stolte, who said 
Dunn was the kind of fellow who 
often forced his acquaintances at 
the point of a revolver to “lend” 
him money when words failed, and 
then would threaten to kill them if 
they complained to the police. 

‘“‘He came into our place about 2 
o’clock this afternoon,” Stolte relat- 
ed, “and started a brawl! with a cus- 
tomer. No one paid much attention 
‘to him and he left, threatening to 
return later. 

“About 5:30 three customers camé 
in and ordered beverage. I reached 
in the lee box for the bottles and ut 
that moment saw Dunn enter, re- 
volver in hati He shouted ‘Every- 
| body throw up your hands,’ and as 
| he did so, I jumped through a door 
that leads from behind the bar and 
seized my revolver, which was in my 
| overcoat pocket, and fired at Dunn. 
Dodged Behind Stove. 
| “The bullet hit the steve, behind 
which Dunn had jumped to shield 
| himself, and he fired at me, his bul- 
let missing me and hitting the mir- 
ror. I fired twice again, and he fell

Holliday, a lawyer, who had charge 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Dwight Davis’ 
campaign for United States Senator, 


as the man who could win, and were | 


preparing to bring pressure to bear 
on him to make the race. It is sald 
he has not been consulted. 

A peculiarity of the situation is 
that Collector Koeln, probably 
against his personal desire, will be 
forced to oppose Kiel. They former- 
'ly were politically unfriendly, but 
during the past yar or two penuchle 
games have brought them into a 
personal intimacy which is said to 
be embarrassing to Koeln’s political 
interests. It is even said that Foris- 
tel may have to go along without 
| Koeln’s public assistance in his fight 
on Kiel. 

Not a New Situation. 

But if this should develop, it will 

not be the first time. In the pri- 
mary campaign last summer Foristel 
was the real power in the Hyde cam- 
paign in St. Louis. Koeln had pub- 
licly announced that he was support- 
ing McJimsey, Hyde’s opponent. Not- 
withstanding the fact that it is gen- 
eral public knowledge that Feristel 
‘and Koeln never are far apart ina 
campaign, Foriste) handled the Hyde 
campaign, while Koeln maintained a 
deep silence on the governorship 
after announcing that he was for 
McJimsey. The Koeln wards went 
for Hyde. 
It need not be surprising if there

Missouri is steadily reducing its | 


death rate from tuberculosis, accord- 
ing to figures made public yest@day 
by Dr. W. MecN. Miller, executive 
/eecretary of the Missouri Tubercu- 


losis Association. Dr. Miller's re- | 
port shows there were 3616 deaths! 
from this cause in the State during | 


1919, as compared with 6113 in 
1911. 

Not only has there been a marked 
improvement in the eight years, but 
each year represented by the activ- 
ities of the association has been 


notable for a lower mortality than | 


the year preceding. It is hoped the 
1920 total will be 3500 or less. 

Dr. Miller attributes the reduction 
in the death rate to the campaign of 
education carried on by the associa- 
tion, especially through the schools 


of the State. This work is carried | 
on throughout the year, being di- 


rected from headquarters in the 
Pontiac Building in St. Louts. Sani- 
tation and hygiene are the cardinal 
features of this educational cam- 
paign. 

In order to finance the work 
'which the association is carrying on, 
largely with volunteer assistance, 
|tuberculosis Christmas seals will be. 
| placed on sale this year, as usual,

WOOLEN MILLS IN THE WEST. 

Secretary Mayes of the Marketing Bureau of the 
State Board of Agricultuze has called attention to the 
anomalous condition in fhe woolen industry. There 
are millions of pounds fm storage in Missouri, be 
says, but the blamkets we buy are made in New En-. 
gland. We have no facilities for turning our wool 
into cloth or yarn. The whole wool-growing West, 
he declares. has surrendera@i to “Boston, the Wall 
Street of Wool,” and, in compeguence. is at the mercy 
of the East's dictation. 

The remedr he proposes ia simple. Missouri and 
the West must get into the buainess of manufacturing 
wool He suggests that custom mills should be 
established here. such as are -operated on the At- 
lantic coast. to which the farmer can send his wool 
to be converted into thread. or some other product,

The Western wool grower, apparently, is in much the 
same position as the Southern cotton planter as re- 
gards having little or nothing to say about the price 
of his product.

Its develop- 
ment in that line has admittedly been siow, but the 
economic advantages of the plan are widely recog- 
nized and widely agitated, until today there is scarce- 
ly a community of any size in the South but dreams. 
of cotton milis. 

There is no good reason, of course, why the West 


England has no vested rights in the West's woo! or 
the Sonth’s cotton. As a matter of fact, there is a 
lot of waste motion in the superfluous freightage of i 
the present arrangement. And such waste motion is 
peculiarly intolerable in view of our inadequate 
transportation and high freight rates. It is not in 
the interest of wool growers solely that the West 
manufacture its wool. It is to the interest of us ail 
that this logical evolutionary step be taken, because 
we should all profit from it.

O GET new light upor 
one of the most fascinat- 
ing subjects in the world 
—that of primitive man, 
just emerging onto the 
human plane—is the ob- 
ject of an expedition 
which will depart from New York next 


Information about the ancestor of the 
race, the causes which led to his evolution from the 
ape family, how the evolution was accomplished, what 
primitive man looked like and how he lived, will be 
sought by his descendants with every resource. of 
twentieth century scientific achievement, including 
motor cars and airplanes. 

The third Asiatic expeditiqn of the American Museum 
of Natural History will be led by Roy Chapman An- 
drews, veteran explorer and associate curator of mam- 
mals at the museum. The expedition is also under 
the auspices of the American Asiatic Association and 
the Asia magazine. It will last for five years, and 
have headquarters at Pekin. For 
many years ascientists generally

for traces of prehistoric people. 


What did primitive man look like? How did he live? are ques- 
tions asked by his descendants, who will use motor cars and 
airplanes in hunting for relics of their (and your) earliest

Andrews; “and as the beasts on which he depended for 
his food moved from place to place, man followed on 
their heels.” 

So it may not have been man's inquiring and explor- 
ing spirit, after all, nor his yearning for conquest 
and knowledge, which started him off on those pre- 
historic migrations, but just an unromantic and quite 
practical desire to prevent the cupboard from getting 
empty. He was not looking for scenery, but good 
steaks. 

Assuming that Central Asia was the starting point of 
the human race, there are three routes by which they 
could pass out of Turkestan and 
into the wider world beyond. For 


r 


have been agreed that the cradle of 
the human race was “somewhere in 
Asia,”’ and Andrews believes that it 
was in the central portion thereof, 
thus dismissing Mesopotamia, re- 
puted scene of the Garden of 
Eden. The Biblical story of the 
creation was tagged as a Babylon- 
fan myth long ago by some investi- 
gators. 

Andrews has been deeply im- 
pressed by what his zoological tn- 
vestigations have taught him, name- 
ly, that Central Asia was the center 
of distribution for many kinds of 
animals living today in Europe, 
America and other parts of the 
world. 


The caribou, moose, elk and 
Rocky Mountain goat are all of 
Asiatic origin and came to this 
country more than 100,000 years 
ago, he believes, when there was a 
bridge of land . extending across 
what is now the Behring Sea. 
“Primitive man was a hunter.” says 
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ROY CHAPMAN ANDREWS. 


as they left the district now called 
Mongolia, high @bove the North of 
China, they would pass through 
long, broad valleys until they ar- 
rived at the edge of the plateau 
of Tartary. 

Passing high above the region of 
Pamir, where are the sources of thie 
Oxus River, they would descend the 
terrace of the Bolor and the steeps 
of the Badakshan, and gradually 
reach the vast, flat region, lower 
than the level of the ocean, which 
forms the two basins of the Aral 
and the Caspian seas, where are ter- 
minated the immense aquatic plain 
vaguely designated by the name of 
Turkestan. 

“But now,” as John Henry New- 
man writes, “they would diverge. 
If they cross the Oxus and the Jax- 
artes, they would come to Khora- 
san, the ancient Batriana, and so 
to Afghanistan and to India on the 
east, and to Persia on the west. 


“But if they continue west they 
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skirt along the north of the Aral and 
the Caspian, cross the Volga _ into 
South Russia, and so to the Danube, 
or go south to Georgia and Syria and 
Asia Minor.” 

Such are the three routes: Across 
the Oxus, across the Caucasus and 
across the Danube, which the pastoral 

aa nations have followed at various times 

when precipitating themselves on the 

civilization which had preceded them, and it is pre- 

sumed that the same routes were used by primitive 

man and the animal migrations which spread them- 
selves throughout the world. 

‘History teems with records of these migrations of 
nomadic peoples, roaming through trackless spaces, 
suddenly sweeping across continents, suddenly form- 
ing empires, and suddenly vanishing, no one knows 
how, into their native earth 

“Some of them were a frightful set of men. Some of 
them were cannibals: their voices were shrill, their 
gestures uncouth and their shapes scarcely human, and 
early records describe them as resembling brutes set 
up on their hind legs. Their shoulders were broad, 
their noses flat, their eyes black, small and deeply 
buried in their heads; and, moreover, they had little 
hair on their heads and no beards.” 

Such were the tribes that came at the dawn of his- 
tory from the trackless solitudes, forests, marshes, 
bleak table lands and snowy mountains of Asia, where 
the third Asiatic expedition is abeut to carry on its 
scientific research. 

A certain result of the expedition will be a great 
collection: of Asiatic animals, living and fossil; also 
unknown species of birds, reptiles and fish will be dis 
covered and new data about the existing aborigines will 
be obtained. 

In various parts of the Orient during the last 1° 
years the American Museum of Natural History has 
carried on work along zoological lines, with ‘the ulti- 
mate object of arranging for the present expedition

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Strange Hunger 
Reported From

ACK in the mountains of Russell County. 
Ky., in the little settlement church at Hayes 
Chapel, near Denmark, the Rev. Joseph 
Wooldridge, an aged revivalist, has just 
brought to a close a novel hunger strike 
upon which he entered with the purpose 
: of forcing his daughter, Deila, to join his 
church. More than three weeks ago, after reading 
of Lord Mavor MacSwiney’s fast, he announced that he 
would adopt the same method of influencing his daugh- 
ter and that he would not eat again until she came 
“down the trail’ at the little revival he was holding. 
At the same time, he announced that he would con- 
tinue conducting the services. 

But when the fourth week ‘was half over, when he 
was so weak that he had to be carried into the church 
on a cot by friends and when his voice was so faint it 
hardly carried through the narrow confines of the 
little frame church, he suddenly called off the strike 
and announced that ke would eat again. He claimed 
to have heard a voice and received a message telling 
him this was the right thing to do. 

In the meantime, the daughter did not join the 
church. Her will was firmer than that of her father. 

The fast was called off just in time. The Sheriff 
and other officials of Russell County had heard of 
the affair and had devided that they had no right to 
let the old pastor deliberately starve himself. Den- 
mark is se far back in the mountains and so distant 
from a railroad that a round trip there necessitates 
horseback travel of three or four days. News travels 
slowly, accordingly. The officials did not hear that 
the old man had started his fast until if had progressed 
more than a fortnight. Then, when they were making 
ready to investigate, word came that he had abandoned 
his purpose. 

The girl, his daughter, stands high in the esteem of 
the mountain people. Her school was located about 
seven miles from where her father, weakened and 
emaciated as the days passed, conducted his revival. 
Friends say that it was not lack of religious belief that 
prompted her stand, but that she realized that a cer- 
tain type of revival had done as much harm as good 
among the mountain folk and that she did not believe 
-the proper way of joining the church was to do so 
~ under the influence of hysteria. 

To those of the outside world, the peculiar fervency 
of belief in the mountain people is unknown. In their 
simple horizon, religion looms up more largely than it 
does in a more complex life. Beliefs almost medieval 
in their simplicity, that the modern person would pro- 
nounce simply superstition, are the foundation of many 
a mountaineer’s faith. 

Literal interpretation of the Bible is the rule in- 
stead of the exception. The story of Jonah and 
the whale and other miracles in the Bible are accepted 
literally and not symbolically. Every portion of the 
Holy Book is pored over for guidance and inspiration, 
the Old Testament as well as the New. And many who 
have heard the statements made by those captured 
after the inception of some mountain feud, where 
whole families have been wiped out, have been fm- 
pressed with the obvious sincerity of the mountaineers 
in the belief that they have Biblical authority for their 
actions. 

This, of course, is their twisting of the old Mosaic 
law of “an eve for an eye and a tooth for a tooth.” 
Although the laws of Moses especially provided for 
adjustment in case of accidental deaths through the 
act of some other person, the mountaineers, in their 
fierce religious zeal, easily hypnotize themselves into 
believing that other texts apply to the case, when one 
of their family is killed. 

“They that live by the sword shall perish by the 
sword,” remarks some mountaineer whose relative has 
been killed. Forthwith, he puts his rifle in order and 
starts out in pursuit of vengeance, Convinced that he 
be has scriptural authority for his actions. 

Revenue officers, who have been ambushed and 
wounded when in the pursuit of their duty, and who 
have come in close personal contact with the people, 
say that it is literally true many of the niountaineers 
consider they have the authority of the Bible for with- 
standing any attempt at interference with their “moon- 
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shining.” They will quote the fact that passages in 
the Bible recognizes the use of wine and that Christ 
himself turned water into wine for the refreshment 
of a gathering. And they hold that no earthly law 
can interfere with drinking what the Savior has sahcti- 
fied. 

In a primitive community, such beliefs did little 
harm. Feuds were rare, in spite of the belief in some 
quarters that they were a species of pastime for the 
young bloods of the mountains. 

But although modern civilization has not yet pene- 
trated to all the fastnesses of the mountains in Ken- 
tucky, where life of the cabin folk is much the same 
as that which prevailed generations ago, the pressure 
of civilization is felt on their daily life. And the 
beliefs and customs which once were accepted are now 
found to stand in the way of the physical and spiritual 
progress of the people. : 

Educated persons among the mountaineers have 
long deprecated a certain type of revival and revival- 
ist as doing more harm than good. Case after case 
has occurred where the freyy into which the simple 
mountain folk have been wro. ght at some revival has 
been detrimental to them and to the community. In- 
sanity or mental afflictions have not infrequently fol- 
lowed some violent emotion at a revival and a mind 
crazed with religion can distort the truths of the Bible 
in a way to make them dangerous. 

Many writers about the mountain folk have told of 
the exaltation of mind into which those people can 
throw themselves, in the firm belief that, having once 
attained salvation, as they believe, no further atten- 
tion need be paid to worldly matters. They allow 
their mountain farms to run down, they deny their 
children actual necessities of life with the statement 
that “the Lord will provide,”” and they frequently con- 
stitute a definite and impractical element in a com- 
munity that retards its progress. 

lt is hard enough to extract a living from ine little 
mountain farms without having shiftless occupants 
developed by relfmious frenzy. Game has been prac- 
tically all killed off in the mountains and these same 
fanatics, who once roamed the woods’ and compensat- 
ed for not doing other labor by keeping the larder sup- 
plied with meat, now are simply a dead weight on an 
overburdened community. 

Practical minds among the mountaineers have long 
recognized this. The superstitious beliefs acquired by 
literal interpretation of every line in the Bible, fre- 
quently twisted by frenzy into some meaning never in- 
tended to be conveyed, has formed a stumbling block 
to relief workers who have endeavored to improve the 
condition of the people. Superstition is rampant and 
the word of some half-crazed ‘“‘evangelist,”’ uttered in 
a moment of excitement from a rude backwoods pulpit, 
has more weight than any advice on sanitation or 
physical betterment by workers sent from the outside 
world. : 

Moreover, the readiness with which the eorrupt ele- 
ment has recognized how: the mountaineers of this 
type can be approached on the side of their religious 
zeal, is said to have resulted in the stirring up of 
much strife. The vicious element that wishes cer-

Human nature also figures in the matter and per- 
sons of shiftless dispositions have been known to fall 
back on Biblical quotations and the Certainty of their 
own “salvation” as an excuse for not paying any at- 
tention to the trivial matter of providing support for 
themselves or their families in this life. 

No one questions the sincerity of the Rev. Dr. 
Wooldridge. He has labored painstakingly among his 
people, with no hope of earthly reward. And when 
he announced that he would starve himself to death 
unless his danghter accepted the only means which he 
beNeved would enable her to enter the heavenly king- 
dom, he did so in the firm conviction that he was doing 
what was right. 

The mere fact, however, that he should choose this 
method of compelling a girl, who, her friends gay, 
is naturally of a devout turn of mind and of a re 
ligious tendency, to go through an outward form which 
she rejects, is an indication of the fanaticism which 
this. form of religion develops. .

ple little device perfected by Albert M. 
Hubbard, a Seattle youth. 


Hubbard, who already has driven a motor boat and 
lighted a room with his new-fangled generator, which 
is only a new type of electrical coil, claims he has dis- 
covered a principle that will revolutionize the science 
Experts are frankly puzzled. So 
far, they neither agree nor dispute, preferring to await 


of power and motion. 


further developments. 


A few weeks ago young Hubbard, after a series of 


other tests, made good his prediction that the little 


coil would drive a motor boat with the apparatus as a 


source of power. Soon, he declared, he will demon- 
strate that his contrivance will run at normal speed 
a heavy touring car. 

The launch used in the recent test of the coil is an 18- 
foot boat, equipped with a 35-horsepower electric mo- 
tor. The experiment was conducted on Lake Union, in 


‘Seattle. The only 
current furnished 
the motor in the 


launch was supplied 
from the Hubbard 
coil. The demon- 
stration was wit- 
nessed by a Seattle 
capitalist, the 
young inventor's 
father, William H. 
Hubbard, and news- 
paper men. 


With the coil as 
the current produc- 
er, or motive pow- 
er, the launch was 
driven at a speed of 
between eight and 
10 knots an hour. 
The motor ran free 
at a speed estimat- 
ed at 3600 revolu- 
tions a minute. The 
coil used was 11 
inches in diameter 


and 14 inches in 
length. 
Before the boat 


was set in motion 
an investigation 
was made to deter- 
mine whether a source of power, other than the coil, 
had been concealed about the craft. None was found. 
Hubbard said that on tests the coil showed a current 
of 280 amperes and 125 volts, equivalent to approxi- 
mately 45 horsepower. 

The electric motor used was approximately 12 inches 
in diameter and 18 inches in length. It was recon- 
atructed for use in connection with the Hubbard coil. 
In the demonstration on the lake both the motor and 
the coil were placed on special blocks in the launch, 
while the propeller shaft was geared for a chain belt. 


When the start was made the coil and the motor, 
with the latter plainly geared to the propeller shaft, 
constituted the only yisible machinery. When the 
boat shoved off Hubbard threw in the switch and the 
launch at once began to pick up speed. No effort was 
made to cover any great distance. The launch merely 
circled around the bay and then returned to the wharf 
from which the start was made. Hubbard refused to 
allow the motor to continuously for any length 
of time. This was because during the test the wires 
connecting the coil to the motor began to heat under 
the excessive current. No instruments were used to 
test its wattage. 

Hubbard said that the coil used in this test cost 
about $90 to construct. He declares that so far as he 
has been able to learn the coil’s life as a power unit is 
without end. He gave it as his opinion that a coil 
three times as large as the one used in driving the 
launch would be required to propel an airpiane; that 
a machine so equi;ned could fly around the world 
without stepping, at least in so far as its Rowe er supply 
is concerned.

Hubbard says it is so simple, once the ar- 
rangement of coils is understood, that his 
“dream™ would be common property, and so, 
aside from making tests—which even the en- 
gineers remark are astounding-—he refuses to 
describe the apparatus. However, some. of 
the neighbors have seen the machine which 
he claimf has succeeded in transforming the earth 
lines of magnetic force into electrical energy available 
for use. 

Hubbard built eight sets. Each worked as success- 
fully as the others, proving, he says, that the machinery 
he intends to use in getting electricity out of the at- 
mosphere is not complicated and will adjust itself to 
commercial needs.

How Eyes Grow Keener in the Dark 
N ENTERING a dark room after a stay in the 
outside daylight, the eye at once begins to in- 
crease in sensitivity. At first this increase ap- 
pears to be slow, but after five minutes the 

increase is quite rapid, the eye acquiring a sensitivity 

several hundred times its initial value. After 30 min- 
utes’ sojourn in the dark the’sensitivity still increases, 
but more slowly than before, and after 45 minutes or 
an hour the maximum sensitivity is reached. The final 
sensitivity varies slightly with different people, but in 
fully adapted condition the eye is easily 5000 or 10,000 
times more sensitive than it was at the beginning. 
These facts are obtained from a study of the sensi- 
tiveness of the eye in the dark made by Selig Hecht of 

Creighton University, Omaha, and published in the 

Journal of General Physiology. Mr. Hecht’s study goes 

to show that the increased sensitiveness is due to a 

reversible photochemical reaction within the retina, 

involving a photosensitive substance and its two prod- 
ucts of decomposition.

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Ancient Organ Is Lent to Carnegie Museum 

N ORGAN which gives every evidence of beinz 

one of the earliest products of American inge- 

nuity has been lent to the Carnegie Museum at 

Pittsburg by U. C. Kramer. With it is a note 

in the builder's own handwriting, showing that he sold 

the organ to a certain John May and for it he received 
“a horse, watch, some cash and some notes.”

Men who have invesied millions in big 
generating plants will have to go out of 
business, he says, and steam engines will 
become extinct like the buffalo, and will 
only be seen in a museum as a relic of 
days gone by. Navigation will be revolu- 
tionized and, instead of a great expense 
for fuel and stoking, operating expenses 
will be cut by getting free power from this 
and other planets which, scientists have 
always claimed, have an inexhaustible 
reservoir of energy only awaiting the 
mind of man to control it. Hubbard says 
he will put jJarger types of his apparatus 
in ships and that current, drawn from the 
illiimitable power of the universe, will 
surge through the wires that lead to the 
engines which turn the propeller.

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HE new system of land ownership in the Re- 
public of Czecho-Slovakia, by which a single 
landlord may not own more than 150 hectares 
(370 acres) of farming land, is being rapidly put 
into operation. An official pamphlet published at Prague 
declares that the land reform “is proceeding in a quiet 
manner, being supported by the opinion of the whole 
people, which secures its success.” 
* By the law of April 16, 1919, the State seized all the 
lands held by individuals in excess of the newly- 
established maximum. The largest single ownership 
permitted, even of forested land, is 257 hectares (617 
acres). 
This taw invests the State with a sort of trusteeship 
over the seized land, which in time will be divided 


ap among individuals and among public and private 


corporations claiming their share and paying an 
indemnity. 

The first large transactions already have been put 
in motion: Land which was leased in smal! allot- 
ments several years ago has been given up to the 


jessees by the former owners, who are indemnified 


on &@ scale fixed either by agreement between the 
parties concerned or by a court judgment. 

In this way, it is said, many thousands of the must 
needy people in the country will become owners of

Restorations of prehistoric man have been made at 
various times from the fossils that have been discov- 
ered. Noteworthy among these attempts to show what 
ihé ape man or his primitive descendants looked like 
are the reconstructions by Prof. J. H. McGregor of Co- 
lumbia University, exhibited in the Hall of the Age of 
Man at the Museum of Natura! History. 

Thus we cap see there the reconstructed Piltown 
man discovered in Engtand, that of Neanderthal of 
German origin and the Cro-Magnon, who is practically 


in Czecho-Slovakia. Small tracts had changed hands 
even before the war at exaggerated prices. Govern- 
ment officials believe that the present “land hunger” 
will cease to exist in a few years. 


“Who in Europe or America does not know emi- 
grants from Slovakia?” asks the Prague pamphiet. 
The large Magyar estates prevented the Slovaks from 
earning their living in their native country. The 
largest emigrant district in Bohemia was a portion 
in the South ironically called the “Kingdom of 
Schwarzenberg” because a family of that name held 
more than 200,000 hectares (about one-half million 
acres) of landed property. 

Statistics show how the system of large estates, 
with people of the district either working for the land- 
lords or forced into the villages, prevailed also in 
Moravia and Silesia. 

And even among the small propertion of the pop- 
ulation which shared in the land possession, the 
figures show that 43 per cent of the landlords in 
Bohemia owned not more than balf a hectare (about 
11-4 acres) at most. In Moravia this «lass made up 
50 per cent of the total landed class, and in Silesia 
35 per cent. 

“Countries in which large estates preponderate,” 
declares the pamphlet, “force their inhabitants to 
emigrate temporarily (become seasonal workers) or 


the modern man, the homo sapiens, though he wust 
have lived at least 25,000 years ago. 

Prof. Henry Fairfield Osborn of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History, a recognized expert, believes 
that the Cro-Magnon man drove out the Neanderthal- 


ers, that be fashioned weapons and slew the gfheat 
mammoths by driving them into pits under the goading 
of pointed stone javelins; that he lived on the flesh 
of the reindeer and the bison and drove the bears from 
their homes and possessed himself of their caves. How 
jong ago that was, science has not established. 

It is the hope of the third Asiatic expedition that 
luck may be so far on their side that they may chance 
on a cave in the wilds of Mongolia or Thibet that will 
be as fruitful for purposes of science as the cave in 
ihe Neanderthal in Germany. 

“It is also well known,” adds Prof. Osborn, “that 
Neanderthal man dominated Western Europe for an 
immense period of time, probably not Jess than 100,000 
years, but that finally, between 25,000 and 40,000 vears 
ago, there appeared a different race known as the Cro- 
Magnons, with a higher mentality, with rudiments 
of religious ideas, with evidences of ethical develop- 
ment. This new race triumphed and practically al! 
traces of the ancient Neanderthal race disappeared.” 

To the nonspecialist in anthropology the Neander- 
thal skull is perhaps the most interesting. It was 
found in 1857 in a cave situated in that part of the 
valley of the Dussel, near Dusseldorf, which is called 
the Neanderthal. The spot is a deep and narrow 
ravine, close to the village of Hochdel. The cave oc- 
eurs in the precipitous left side of the winding ravine, 
about 60 feet above the stream and 100 feet below the 
top of the cliff. | 

When Dr. Fuhlrott of Elberfeld first examined ihe 
eave he found it to be high enough to allow a man 
19 enter. The width was seven or eizht feet and the 
length or depth 15.

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Mounting a Print Without Buckling 
OW many times have you pasted down a paper 
or mounted a print to find that when it dried 
it had buckled disappointingly? The Scien- 

_  Ufie American gives the following instruc- 
tions as to how to avoid this difficulty: 

Keep the mount flat and with a small wad of cotton 
wetted in clean water, slightly dampen the approxi- 
mate area to be covered by the print. Cover the back 
of the print with paste—preferably arabol-—smooth 
and thin. Apply the print to the mount, and with aid 
of a paper blotter and a small roller smoot}: the print 
from its center outward. No paste will appear out- 
side the limits of the print: any dampness exceediny 
these limits will evaporate. Any paper shreds lef: 
by the blotter, etc., may be wiped clean from th prints 
surface with the same damp wad of cotton.

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the loam and possibly the human body to which th? 
bones belonged may have been washed into the cave 
below. On removing the loam, which was five feet 
thick, from the cave, the human skull was first noticed 
near the entrance and further in the bones !\ing in 
the same horizontal plane. 


When the skall and other parta of the skeleron were 
first exhibited at Bonn, doubts were express:d as to 
whether it was truly human. Prof. Schaafhausen, an 
experienced zoologist, observed that the cranium, which 
included the frontal bone, both parietals, part of th: 
squamous and the upper part of the occipital, was o! 
unusual size and thickness, and the forehead narrow 
and very low. 

He also stated that the absolute and relative length o! 
the thigh bone, humerus, radius and ulna agreed wel! 
with the dimensions of a European individual of lik: 
stature at the present day, but that the thickness of the 
bones was very extraordinary, and the elevations and 
depressions for the attachment of muscles were deve}- 
oped in an extraordinary degree. Some of the rile 
also were of a singularly rounded shape and abruy' 
curvature, which was supposed to indicate great power 
in the thoracic muscles. 

In the same way it was observed that the depression 
of the forehead was not.due to any artificial! flatten- 
ing such as is practiced in various modes by bartvarous 
nations, the skull being quite symmetrical and showing 
no indication of counter pressure at the occiput. 

On the whole it was decided that the individual! tw 
whom the Neanderthal skull] belonged must have beer 
distinguished by small cerebral development and un 
common strength of corporeal frame. When Huxile; 
saw it he remarked that it was the most ape!iie skul! 
he had ever seen. 

It was not until 1891 that a Dutch army surgeon 
Eugene Dubois, while excavating for fossils in Jav» 
discovered part of a skull, two molar teeth and a thig! 
bone of what is generally believed to have been an 
ape man that lived approximately 500,000 vears ago.

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the ‘first sign of weakness and he spent
